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10,000 Unicnists 
Marched In First 
Labor Day Parade 


Banners Cartied By Parad- 
ers Demanded Eight- 
Hour Day 


The first Monday in September, 
1882, was a gala day for the or 
ganized labor movement in New 
York City. It marked the first 
celebration of that day as a special 
holiday for the toilers in the na- 
lion’s metropolis. 

In the spring of 1882, P. J. 
McGuire, founder of the brother- 
hood of carpenters and joiners of 
America, suggested to the New 
York City Central Labor Union 
the plan of setting apart one day 
in the year as a labor holiday. 

The Central Labor Union adopted 
the idea and organized a labor day 
parade and festival on the first 
Monday in September, 1882. 

Praised by New York Herald 

This was the first labor day 
celebration in the United States. 

In featuring the celebration the 
New York Herald for September 


6 carried an article with the fol- 
lowing head: 
“Labor Day’s Dress Parade; 


Ten Thousand Men Marching in 
Line; Plain Hints to Dema- 
vogues; Banners, Mottoes, 
Speeches and Open Air Jollity.” 

According to the Herald, the 
“men made a fine appearance and 
were applauded roundly by the 
spectators who thronged the side- 
walks all along the route.” 

The various divisions of the pa- 
rade joined the main line along 
Broadway and marched to Union 
Square, where a large number of 
jabor leaders and prominent 
friends of the workers reviewed 
the procession from the Park De- 


partment building. 

Well-known persons on the re- 
viewing stand included P. J. 
McGuire, the originator of the 


celebration; T. V. Powderly of the 
Knights of Labor, who later be- 
came United States commissioner 
of immigration; Louis Post, single 
tax advocate, who was _ assistant 
secretary of labor under President 
Wilson’s administration. 
Many Bands and Banners 

There were bands galore, and 
each unit in the parade carried 
banners with inscriptions which in- 
dicated the views of the workers 
half a century ago. 

The first banner to catch the 
i eye of those on the reviewing stand 
was inscribed: “Who” Stole ‘the 
Tenement House Reform Bill?” 

The cloth cutters’ association 
carried three banners. One de- 
manded the abolition of the con- 
vict labor system, another declared 
that labor pays all taxes, and still 


another urged that stores should 
close at six o’clock. 

The organized boot and_ shoe 
workers also carried banners de- 
manding the end of the convict 
labor system. 


Even in those days the workers 
were inclined to use their political 


power. This was expressed In a 
huge banner flung to the breeze 
by the New York friendly society 


of operative masons, which carried 
the following sentiment, loudly 
applauded by many _ spectators: 
“Indications Are That November 
7th Will Be a Cold Day for Poli- 
ticians.” 

Rent Boycott 

The Advance Labor club, of 
which Mr. McGuire was a mem- 
ber, marched under a number of 
banners. One declared there must 
be no money monopoly, and an- 
other read: ‘Pay No Rent.” Mr. 
McGuire facetiously quieted the 
apprehensions of his associates on 
the reviewing stand with the ob- 
sesvation that the rent slogan was 
not intended for immediate appli- 
cation. 

The banner of the German paint- 
ers’ union emphasized the revo- 
Jutionary principle contained in 
the Declaration of Independence 
with regard to all men being cre- 
ated equal. 

The journeyman printers’ union 
specialized on the land question 
with the motto that no man could 
make land, and, therefore, no man 
should own. it. 

EKight-Hour Day Demaftded 

The bricklayers’ union stressed 
the shorter work day. In their 
ranks were two wagons each con- 
taining arches of brick. One of 
their banners read: “Eight hours 
for work, eight hours for rest, 


eight hours for recreation.” 
Festival in Elm Park 
At the end of the parade the 


union men proceeded to Elm park | 


where they and their families cele- 
brated the occasion until far into 
the night. 

There were all kinds of amuse- 
ment in the park. The dancing 
pavilion was crowded. The bev- 
erage booths did a big business. 
There was a platform from which 
labor leaders addressed the crowd 
at intervals. In the evening fire- 
works flared over the grounds. 

When the big summer night’s 
festival was over, and the work- 
ers, their families and_ their 
friends wended their way home- 
ward, it was admitted by every 
participant that from the minute 
when the first division of the pa- 
rade started its band playing and 
unfurled its banners in Broadway 
straggler left Elm park that night 
the first labor day celebration in 
the United States was an un-

It was further argued labor day should be observed as 
one festival day in the year for public tribute to the 
genius of American industry. There were other worthy | 
holidays representative of the religious, civil and military | 
spirit, but none representative of the industrial spirit— 
the great vital force of every nation. 

He suggested the first Monday in September of every | 
year for such a holiday, as it would come at the most 
pleasant season of the year, nearly midway between the 
Fourth of July and Thanksgiving, and would fill a wide 
gap in the chronology of legal holidays. Many were the 
cogent reasons he advanced, and at once the idea was 
enthusiastically embraced. 

The first labor day parade and festival of the central 
labor union of New York City on September 5, 1882, was 
simply an imposing success. From that day on, it be- 
came a fixed institution in the land. 

The plan was next endorsed by the annual convention 
of the American Federation of Labor and the general 
assembly of the knights of labor. It spread rapidly from | 
city to city, and from town to town. 

City councils and state legislatures took it up, and
